Senator Carpenter’s amendment 
to postpone final action until Wednes- 
day next was carried by a party vote. 
As this is the day when the joint ballot 
will be taken onthe United States Sen- 
ator, it is presumed the Republican pol- 
‘icy of delay was to postpone ‘the show 
of strength the Democrats would make 
in electing their trustees, as several 
Republican members are claimed favor- 
able to Perkins. _ :

CAPRIVI TALKING WAR. 


A Somewhat Sensational Speech by the 
German Chancellor. 

BERLIN, Jan. 12.—[By Cable and <As- 
sociated Press.] Chancellor von Cap- 
rivi last night made an important argu-- 
ment before the committee of the 
Reichstag considering the Army Bill, 
giving reasons why it should be adopted 
without modification. Hedeclared that 
there was no enmity between Germany 
and Russia, and that probably an under- 
standing exists between Russia and 
France regarding military arrange- 
ments. There was a possibility of an 
attack on the Triplé Alliance, in which 
Germany, as the strongest member, 
would have to bear the brunt of opera- 
tions. Experience had shown that, 
when war threatened, it was best for 
Germany to take the offensive, as it 
meant short wars, quick victories and 
lasting results. To succeed inthis kind 
of warfare the alliance must have supe- 
rior numbers. At present, in fact, the 
alliance had fewer numbers than the 
nations which might be its opponents. 
The government, therefore, would not 
be able'to take the responsibility of the 
future defense of the country unless the 
armaments were increased. _ 

In the course of his speech Von 
Caprivi made extended reference to 
the internal condition of France. 
‘That country,’’ he said, in a state 
of ferment. Though there are no 
Statesmen in the country at the pres- 
ent moment of such prominence as to 
be likely to seize the power, the proba- 
bilitv of a dictatorship is not to be ex- 
cluded from German Calculations.”

Trae New York Sun has undertaken 
the task of showing that Mr. Murphy of 
New York, Tammany’s aspirant for the 
United States Senatorship, is just as 
big potatoes and just as many in the 
hill as Mr. Cleveland himself.

Tne work of patching up the weak 
places in the interstate commerce flaw 
has already been undertaken by the 
United States Senate. A bill already 
passed provides that no person can be 
excused from testifying on the ground 
that he might criminate hfmself, but 
that he shall be relieved from the pen- 
alty after thus testifying. This will 
secure testimony from shippers, upon 
which railroad companies may be con- 
victed of violations of the law. 


- Tuere is a loud call from eastern cen- 
ters of civilization for a law which will 
compel Congressmen who draw pay 
from the Government to earn their 
money. Many of them are notin their: 
seats half the time that Congress is in 
session, and frequently that body, after 
transacting business for an hour or so. 
is obliged to adjourn. for lack of a 
quorum. It might not bea bad idea to 
establish something like factory regula- 
tions, and pay according to the time- 


keeper's report. 


ANpDREws’s bill for an adj ustment of the 
silver question by ordering the coining 
of all the stored-up bullion in the treas- 
uary vaults into silver dollars may be 
‘an acceptable thing to bi-metallists 
generally, but the clause attached to it 
looking tothe retirement of Govern- 
ment money, and the substitution there- 
for of -national bank notes will not 
meet with popularfavor.

exceeding four feet ‘square, free of 
charge and ready for shipment, if the 
_World’s Fair commissioners would 
transport it to Chicago. It will have 
to be shipped on four cars, two of 
which must be specially constructed, as 
they will carry all the weight. The 
matter of carrying it is being investi- 
gated by the railroad, and high official 
Bay it will surely be carried. Sire 


Tue Toronto Sun is an outspoken ad- 
vocate of Canadian alliance with the 
United States. Inits issue of January 
4 it prints its platform, which sets 
forth briefly that it does not favor king- 
~eraft, but'a government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people, 


and, that it advocates ‘the political 


union, or rather reunion, of Canada and 
the United States of America, and that 
the seven Caaoadian provinces enter 
that great confederation as seven free, 
sovereign States, upon terms honor- 
able and advantageous to both peoples.”

The Basic ‘Principles at Homestead, 

A little brochure entitled ‘‘The Les- 
sons of the Homestead Troubles,”’ by Z. 
'S. ‘Holbrook of Chicago, comes the 
nearest of any publication we have 
| seen to divesting the issues of the great 
strike of all passion and prejudice and 
discussing them on an abstract basis of 
reason and equity. 1t treats, without 
cant or demagogism, a great~ question 
which is still before the American peo- 
ple, and which must occupy a large 
share of their attention until public 
sentiment shall have crystallized into 
law, and law shall be supported in a 
way to give to every citizen the rights 
vouchsafed him by the national federa- 
tion, Mr. Holbrook holds that the 
struggle at Homestead was a fight to 
the finish between the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers 
and the Carnegie company. Only one 
vital principle was at stake in 
the contest, namely, the right of 
a man to work in a ‘factory where 
a union had ordered a strike, or, 
reversed, the right of an employer to 
hire whom he pleases to work for him.

These are sound, basic principles, to

~The strike had no just basis on the 
ground of ‘‘starvation wages,” because 
the skilled workmen had been earning 
from $5 to $25 per day, and manv a 
man, unable towrite his name, male 
his mark for $100 per week wages, 
owned his own home, hada good bank 
deposit and kept a horse and carriage. 
Compare this with the salaries of our 
judges, of college presidents, — profes- 
sors, lawyers or clergymen. The men 
who really did suffer from the strike 
were the unskilled men, so called, who, 
from sympathy or fear, went out to re- 
turn only at the bidding of the skilled 
‘laborers, and who were promised sup- 
port for their action, but have never 
been paid for their folly. 

The whole question, then, was one of 
coercion on the part of the unions—co- 
ercion of the company and coercion of 
fellow-laborers in a supposably free 
market. 

Hon, George Ticknor Curtis, one of 
the ablest constitutional lawyers in the 
country anda Democrat, summarizes as 
follows:

tween the Navajo Indians and the white 
miners who are flocking over the bor- 
ders of the reservation asa result of 
the San Juan gold excitement. The 

Examiner of Wednesday prints an in- 

terview with a miner by the name of 

J.P. Bernitt, who has just returned 

from that country, after disposing of 

his claims. Bernitt states that trouble 
between the Navajoes and whites is 
bound to ogcur sooner or later. | 

‘“‘T have been in the country,”’ he said, 
‘and know that it is rich, It is hard to 
tell just how many men are now in the 
San Juan and Navajo countries, but 
some place ¥ as high as 10,000. ‘Be- 
sides this, hundreds. are going in every 
day. They are getting in from the 
south, through Arizona proper, and also 
through’ Colorado. The Navajoes don’t 
like it, and’ there will be trouble; now 
you mark my. words. 

“The Government recently threw 
open a-portion of the Navajo reserva- 
tion, how much I do not know, but it is 
the rich lands next to the Colorado 
River and toward the San Juan. It was 
done very qpietly, and immediately 
400 placer claims were located. 

‘The people who located them, and 
hundreds more, are nowinthere. The 
Indians are mad about it. The pros- 
pectors, not gatisfied with staying on 
the opened part, are flocking to the 
reservation proper. This is sure to 
cause great trouble. |

A Man Arrested as a Tramp Identi- 
fled as a Murderer. 


Wanted in Mono County for a Cold- 
blooded Assassination—The Closing 
Session of the Editorial 
Association, 


SANTA ANA, 

The citizens of Santa Ana were some- 
what exercised yesterday, when they 
learned that a murderer had been con- 
fined inthe County Jail for several |weeks 
awaiting the arrival of the proper officers 
to take him back to where the cold-blooded 
crime was committed over six months ago.. 
-That officer arrived yesterday in the person 
of M. P. Hayes, Sheriff of Mono county, 
who, when he saw the prisoner, said: ‘He 
is the man, I am sure. He is wanted for 
the murder of Thomas Leahey, a rancher, 
who lives near Mono Lake, Mono county.”

The Murderer. 


In conversation afterward with the 
TIMES reporter, Sheriff Hayes said: ‘‘Frank 
Revada, and Iam positive that this Mexican 
is Revada, although he says his name is 
William Estrado, is wanted in Mono county 
for acold-blooded murder. Last summer 
he worked for his victim onaranch. He 
was worthless and was discharged. Shortly 
after he was discharged he plotted-to kill 
his former employer, Mr. Leahey, foreman 
of the ranch for ,J. N. Evans. On June 5, 
Mr. Leahey anda friend of his were riding 
over the ranch on horseback, and when 
near a thicket Revada stepped quickly 
into the clearing, and, although he was 
fully two hundred and fifty yards away, 
sent a Winchester ball through the heart 
of hisemplover. Mr. Leahey’s friend saw 
Revada just asthe shot was fired, but too 
late to warn his companion of his immi- 
nent danger. Revada acknowledged to two 
different persons that he killed Leahey, so 
that now it remains but to prove that this 
Mexican, who claims he is William Estrado, 
| is Frank Revada.”

Estrado, on the night of;December 20 in the 
eastern part of the city in the old J. W. Gar4-

Be- 
lieving he was the man wanted for this 
crime he was researched, when a copy of 
THE TIMES was found in his inside coat 
pocket of August 24, in which was an arfi- 
cle in regard to an arrestin Los Angeles™by 
Lawson’s detective agency of a Mexican 
who was supposed to be Leahey’s murderer.

and a picture of Revada forwarded to him. 
}-Upon receipt of the photograph Marshal 

Nichols received a telegram to hold the 
‘prisoner until the Sheriff could arrive. 
Yesterday Sheriff Hayés arrived, and, after 
identifying his man, started on his return 
trip with him at 3 p.m. over the Southern 
| Pacific. 

Revada is 26 years old, 5 feet 7 inches 
tall, weighs 130 pounds, very dark com- 
plected, has large scar on left side of face, 
has thick lips, smokes opium, gambjes and 
drinks, but is a good vaquero. His, mother 
resides in San Bernardino county. 

Sheriff Hayes says there is a reward of 
$600 for Revadaand that Marshal Nichols 
will have no trouble in getting the full re- 
ward. 

A large crowd gathered at the jail yester- 
day to get a glimpse at the murderer as he 
was brought from the jailtoa cab at the 
footof the steps. He wag close-mouthed 
and would say nothing-excépt that he could
